Windows 95 arrives. More than 70 per 

cent say their new versions will be on 
store shelves within 90 days after the new 
operating system is ready. 

Here's what you can expect from the 
first wave of applications: 

The suite story. The most eagerly 
awaited upgrades are the biggest ones: the 
all-in-one software suites from Lotus 
Development, Microsoft, and WordPerfect. 

Expect a major upgrade to Microsoft 
Office, whose core applications, Word 6.0 
and Excel 5.0, have already shipped in 32- 
bit versions that run on Windows NT and 
will run on Windows 95, 

Look for Microsoft to continue its push to 
standardise the interface of all Office appli- 
cations beyond the simple menu-and-tool- 
bar level. And look for the new v Office t to be 
available fewer than 90 7 
days after Windows 95 
appears. 

Like its rival, Lotus will 
use this upgrade to polish 
its SmartSuite interface and 
add major features, espe- 
cially to the oldest member 
of the family, Ami Pro. 
Details of those features 
and when you'll see them 
in shrink-wrap are tightly 
guarded secrets — but 
you'll get short odds if you 
bet that the new 
SmartSuite will appear 
before the new Microsoft

It's most likely that 
WordPerfect will concentrate on porting its 
flagship wordprocessor to 32-bit code, Don't 
expect a slew of new features. 

Utility players. The day you install 
Windows 95, your favourite utilities will 
probably stop working. The long filenames 
and extended attributes in the Windows 95 
file system make upgrades mandatory. 
Symantec has already promised that a new 
32-bit, fully graphical version of the Norton 
Utilities will arrive the same day Windows 
95 does. New versions of Norton AntiVirus 
are also due. 

Other driver-level utilities are due for 
updates as well. Stac Electronics has a new 
32-bit version of Stacker in the pipeline, 
McAfee is planning a free Windows 95 
upgrade to VirusScan within 90 days of 
Windows 95, and even memory managers 
have a future after Windows 95.

Registry: Preserving the configuration 
of your Windows 3.1 applications can 
be a nightmare, with stray bits of 
information deposited in WIN.INI, 
SYSTEM.INI, and private INI files. Well- 
behaved Windows 95 applications 
write this information to the Registry 
instead. In addition to easier 
uninstallation, it gives network users 
the ability to preserve their 
preferences even if they log in from 
another workstation.
